6.2 QUOTA CHARGES 

6.2.1 General 

The scales of the tariff for the supply of electricity as detailed in the Schedule. Supply 
of Electricity Part 1 are based on the costs associated with the provision of the supply 
to the various groups of consumers in the normal electrically developed areas within 
the Midvaal electricity supplied area. 

Where the supply needs to be provided to new premises or groups of premises or

C = Contribution per kVA at connection level as indicated in 6.2.3 below 

6.2.3 Contributions 

The quota charge, which does not include the connection cost, must be such as to 
cover the possible existing or future capital liabilities incurred or to 
be incurred by the Municipality in supplying the distribution and/or reticulation 
network to increase the quota to the premises or group of premises.
